Singapore, Sept. 21. 
A United’ Nations technical 
expert has told Singapore 
that she need not he pessi- 
| mistie about her future 
just because she had no 
natural resources. 


The expert, Mr Philippe 
Schereschewsky from the UN 
Technical Assistance — Bourd, 
hos ‘been here to look into the 
fensibillty of a proposal to set 
up a MS600 million ‘iron 
steal mill on the island state. 

Mr Schereschewsky sald; "I 
do not pretend that natural 
Lresyurees ore not enormous u- 
sets, but it ls remarkable — to 
see thet people with so few 
natural resources have deve+ 
loped and, progressed.” 


He quoted Switzerland and 
Japan to. substantiate his point. 
“Switzerland,” he said, “has
